AFTER THE BALLOT. 
The scene was grana and inspiring when 
the Chair announced the result. Banners 
were waved, hata flang in the air and three 
times three cheers given for the nominee. 
Bishop brought the San Francisco banner 
to the stage, and in behalf of the delegation 
which had stood by Hearst through thick and 
thin, he moved to make the nomination 
unanimous. 
Flourney made a vigorous speech, saying 
George Hearst left the Convention with a 
warm Democratic heart, feeling no chagrin at 
the will of the Convention. 
General Stoneman wa3 then declared the 
unanimous nominee. 
SFEECHES OF THE DEFEATFD CANDIDATES 
Tbej Bald not nay ; they said not vea. 
Hut they wept when they carried the corpse away. 
— I Anon. 
Clay W. Taylor was loudly called for. He 
said he did not believe that any one could 
witness this great uprising of the people and 
not be a Democrat. It was the proudest 
boast of his life that he wat> a Democrat. He 
said. “ All praise to the gallant hero, Gen. 
Stoneman.” He thanked the Convention for 
attention. 
George Hearst was introduced by the 
Chairman. He said he had indulged a pride 
to occupy the highest office in the gift of the 
people. It was an honorable pride. He 
thanked his supporters. He was not a sore­ 
head. He did not “ iqueal.” If the Demo­ 
crats supposed they were going to win this 
fight easily they were greatly mistaken. You 
have got something to do to win this fight* 
If the Democracy would do as well as he 
(Hearst) would do, the party would carry the 
State by 15.000 majority. 
James A. Johnson was called out. Mr. 
Johnson said he was satisfied with the result. 
He promised support to the ticket. He had 
not been the candidate of any corporation. 
If he had been he would have gone out with 
more than the one vote cast for him “ by that 
galiaDt, honorable, upright boy, Mr. Cado- 
gan, of San Francisco.” Ha would traverse 
the State preaching the time-honored princi­ 
ples of the Democracy and denouncing cor­ 
poration greed. 
SPEECH o r THE SUCCESSFUL CANDIDATE. 
General Stoneman was escorted to the chair 
by Colonel Flourney, and was introduced by 
the Chair. He said many politicians had 
ruined themselves by making speeches aod 
writing letters. The great Winfield Scott, 


and the great General Winfield Scott Han­ 
cock, both ruined themselves by writing let­ 
ters. The great General Grant made himself 
by neither speaking nor writing. Grant’s 
example was not to be taken in much, but in 
ihis matter it was good. He had no pledges 
to make. Ilia past must be bis security for 
the future. The railroad corporations would 
oppose him. They had sought to crush him. 
They had failed. The railroads did not want 
a elap in the face from him, because such 
slap would give them a black eye. He said 
every Republican vote was worth two Demo­ 
cratic votes. The gallant George Hearst had 
pet the example of saying pleasant things. 
He would imitate it. He thanked the Con­ 
vention and would “ now step down and out.’ 
ADJOURNMENT. 
Terry cf San Joaquin—1 move that the 
Convcuticn now adj >urn until 9 o’clock to­ 
morrow. 
Shorb—I second that motion. 
Fiatt of San Francisco—I hops that that 
motion will not be adopted.

DISTRICT CONVENTIONS—NOMINATIONS FOR 
CONGRESS AND RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS. 
San Jose, June 231.—Many of the dele­ 
gates comprising the First (or northern) Rail­ 
road District Convention feel that they made 
a mistake in adjourning list night without a 
choice. There were several scenes of disor­ 
der, and considerable feeling was exhibited 
among the supporters of the respective can­ 
didates. H. M. Larne was the leading man 
in the last ballot, bring ahead of Green and 
Carper ter. Larue had 70 votes, and needed 
only 80 to secar© the nomination. Niles 
Searles declared with a good deal of feeling 
that the Convention would not succeed in 
gettiLg so larce a representation again, as 
whisky and connubiating would prevent it. 
S an Jo se , June 23J.—The delegates of the 
Second Congressional District met this after­ 
noon. W. B. English presided, and James 
H. Budd, of Stockton, was nominated for 
Congressman by acclamation. 
The members of the State Board of Equali­ 
zation will be chcsen to-morrow morning. 
The candidates are Crutcher of Placer, In­ 
man r.f Alameda and Randall of Tuolumne. 
The delegates of the Third Congressional 
District met this evening, Rogers of Mendo­ 
cino presiding. For Congressman, Barclay 
Henley, of Sonoma, and Leon D. Freer, of 
Butte, were placid in nomination. On the 
first ballot, Henley was nominated, receiving 
86 votes to 40 for Freer. 
The delegates of the First Railroad Com­ 
missioner District met in the evenirg and 
resumed balloting, the candidates, as before, 
being Carpenter, Larue and Green. On the 
eleventh ballot Carpenter was nominated. 
The vote stood: Carpenter 91, Larue 21, 
Green 63. Carpenter made a speech, brand­ 
ing as a lie the report that he had authorized 
the offering of money to buy votes for him. 
An adjourned meeting of the Third Rail­ 
road Commissioner District was held this 
evening, Reddy of Mono presiding. On the 
third ballot W. W. Foote of Alameda was 
nominated. The vote stood : Foote 81. Moore 
of Santa Clara 65, Fowler of Tulare 17, 
Archer of Santa Clara 3. Whole number of 
rotee, 156. . 
The Fourth Congressional District dele­ 
gates met to-nighfc. Veuve of Santa Clara 
placed in nomination P. B. Tally, of Gilroy, 
for CongreF8man. There was no other candi­ 
date, and the nomination was made unani­ 
mous. 
The Fourth Board of Equalization District 
met to-night. The candidates were T. D. 
Heiskell. of Stanislaus, the present incum­ 
bent, and John Markley, of Monterey. On 
the first ballot Markley was nominated, re­ 
ceiving 63 votes to 46 for Heiskell. 
THE DAY’S WORK REVIEWED. 
S an Jo se , June 231—Midnight.—There is 
an awfully tired and worn-out lot of people 
here, and for the first time since the Conven* 
tion began enough people aud enough dele­ 
gates have gone to bed at this hour to leave 
the sidewalk in front of the Auzsrais House 
only a Hi tie more crowded than it ordinarily 
is at midday. The events of the day of them­ 
selves, following the last three days of hard 
and exciting work, were enough to tire out 
the Convention, but most of its members had 
to attend the various District Conventions 
this evening. 
As there is hardly a possibility of the 
whole ticket being mads up to-morrcw, there 
is considerable talk of an adjournment to 
San Francisco, where the work can be com­ 
pleted Monday and Tuesday. 
After the battle, and when the heat cf the 
Convention had been somewhat cooled by an 
hour’s comparatively cp.im discussion on the 
street, there was a remLikable absence of 
bitterness displayed in view of the nature cf 
the fight ju3t over. 
Speaking of the nature of the fight, the 
exact manner in which the final result to-day 
was reached can only be discovered by a close 
analysis of two of the ballot?—the first and 
last ballot. Oa the thixteenth ballot the first 
premonition of a final break up was given by 
the announcement of Moran of Alameda, 
one of the anti-unit rule delegates, who, after 
voting for Hearst, said that was his last vote 
for him. After the Alameda and Alpine 
votes were cast in favor of Stoneman, Ama­ 
dor dropped both Hearst and Taylor and cast 
her solid vote for Stoneman. Marin, 
which had supported Johnson, then joined 
the stampede, which waB also joined 
by two of Taylor’s supporters from 
Placar. 
Six of the Sacramento Taylor 
men also joined in, followed by half of the 
San Diego delegation. Stoneman’s gain from 
San Francisco was seven. 
Santa Clara, 
whose every movement was watched closely 
during the Convention, was almost unani­ 
mous for Stoneman. After accessions from 
Solano and Sonoma, Stanislaus evoked ap­ 
plause as her solid vote was cast for Stone­ 
man. Tulare, toe, was solid for him. 
After the vote of Y aba had been taken, a 
delegate who apprehended a calamity unless 
the over-crowded gallery stopped their ap­ 
plause, excitedly rushed forward and ap­ 
pealed to the Chair to order the gallery 
cleared. The gallery occupants, thinking 
that something bad happened, began a stam­ 
pede for the doors, when the Chairman as­ 
sured them that there was no danger. Dr. 


Shorb, however, was cot satisfied, and re­ 
minded the auditors that if a very large num­ 
ber stamped their approval of the result, the 
gallery might fall, 
Tiie speeches of the defeated candidates 
were well received. Hearst’s in particular 
being much better and very much moreeaeily 
delivered than his speech of acceptance. 
It is said now that Stoneman was Heant’s 
second choice, ytt the latter’s vote was held 
closely together to the last. 
Johnson, who came out of the last ballot 
with one vote, was talked about this evening 
for Lieutenant-Governor, but he told one of 
your staff here this evening that he did not 
want the ncmlnation. 
Henley Smith is now hard in the fight for 
Lieutenant-Governor, and is said to le prom­ 
ised the solid San Fracc'sco delegation ; but 
the chances at this hour appear to be in favor 
of John Dig.efct of Siidciyuu. 
Frank Baldwin of San Joaquin and Ned 
Marshall of San Francisco are the principal 
candidates for the Attorney-Generalship. 
Bxldwin is 8aid to be the choice of the Stone­ 
man delegates, and as I have not met u single 
delegate to-night who has not been a f-tmch 
Stoneman man, first, last and all the while, 
Mr. Baldwin’s chances appear to be good. 
Hearet’s expenses here are quoted at 812,­ 
000, and his sideboard is still presided over 
by two alert and much worked stewards. 
Even if an adjournment is not had to morrow 
to San Francisco, mo3t of the latter delegate? 
will probably return Lome over Sunday. If 
tha county delegates continue to manifest 
their apparent determination to sit down 
upon any attempt to rush nominations by the 
city delegates, the ticket can not be com­ 
pleted before Tuesday evening. After hav­ 
ing made a start that exactly suits them, the 
interior delegates plainly pr.-pcsa to finish 
the work deliberately, and return home satis­ 
fied, even if completely worn ont. 
OPINIONS of po liticia n s. 
S an F ra n c isc o , June 234.—Hon. Frank 
McCopp in, who has just returned from S< n 
Jose, and was present at the timet f the nom­ 
ination of General Stonemar, says: The 
nomination of Stoneman was dictated by the 
popular sentiment of the people in the agri­ 
cultural districts of the State, and w&st not 
the work of politicians. He Bays his obser­ 
vations in San Jose led him to the 
conclusion that a considerable number 
of dcLgates voting for General Stoneman, 
if they could have exercised their individual 
preferences, would not huve supported him, 
but the pre.-fure of the people in the country 
behind them wts irresistible. Many of those 
in the Convection either hold office now or 
hope to hold office in their respective locali­ 
ties ; and regarding General Stoneman as the 
strongest man for the head of the ticket, 
And therefore most likely to pull through, 
they attached themselves to his political for­ 
tunes.

TW EN TY FOURTH PA PER . 
W e now coine to the consideration of the 
soil in its relation to plaDt food. 
Under 
th is head belong the consideration of the 
w ater and air of the soil, the organic m at­ 
ters in the soil, and the inorganic nutritive 
■natters supplied through the agency of the 
soil and irrespective of their iirst source. 
W ater commonly exists io three conditions 
in all soils. 
T:u*~e three conditions are 
distinguished as hydrostatic, capillary and 
hygroscopic water. 
The distinction b - 
tw een tho first two is purely one of q uan­ 
tity . 
H ydrostatic m oisture 
is 
pn**mt 
when the w ¿-er is visible, and hence, 
abundant e n u c h to flow ; while capillary 
w ater is visible only as moisture. 
I t is 
the w ater which is draw n up from the 
w ater level by the capillary action of the 
soil, mod ia tueiefore in very sm all p arti­ 
cles. 
Hygroscopic moisture is the vapor 
of w ater which perm eates the interstices 
of the soil. 
In good soils this vapor of 
w ater is always present and is not removed 
by the sun’s heat. 
H jd ro static moisture 
is present at the surface for a short time 
after rains, overflows, etc , b u t soon sinks 
aw ay into the subsoil. 
There is at a 
greater or le*»s depth below all soils 
A STRATUM OF M ATERIAL 
W hich prevents the further descent of the 
hydrostatic w a te r; and there it remains as 
perm anent w ater. 
This is known as the 
line of perm anent hydrostatic water. 
Tne 
tem porary line of hydrostatic water varies 
w ith the season. 
In the spring and after 
heavy rains it corresponds to the surface 
of the soil, b ut soon sinks, and as the 
drought of the season increases it more and 
m ore approxim ates to 
the 
perm anent 
w ater line. 
Most plants of economic 
value die if their roots are constantly im ­ 
m ersed in the hydrostatic or flowing water 
of the soil, and it is therefore not desira­ 
ble to have the line of perm anent w ater 
nearer than four to eight feet of the sur­ 
face. 
In fact, if the capillary power of 
th e soil is good, a* d tit*, hygroscopic co­ 
efficient lar^o enough to keep tne surface 
supplied w ith v. <>r oí water, t! 
perm an­ 
en t w ater line E*ed not he w ithin even 
eight feet of th e surface. 
Rice, ju te and 
a few other plants, which m ay 1>< come of 
agricultural im portance in C » liornis, re­ 
Quire access :o hydrostatic water, and hence 
m ay be grown ia our tule and swamp 
lands. 
CAPILLARY W ATER 
Is the liquid w a t.r whicn is held iu the 
fine pores of the soil, and which rises by 
capillary action from the same causes th at 
w ater rises in a capillary tube. 
The ad­ 
hesive force between tne soil particles and 
th e w ater is so great th a t a t!.;w is pre­ 
vented and the w ater can, therefore, never 
be removed from the soil by capillary force 
alone. 
But if, by uny agency whatever, the 
w ater is removed from the soil, a* it 
reaches the surface its place will ba im ­ 
m ediately taken by more liquid from below. 
By tbi? m eans immense quantities of water 
art* removed from the soil and pass off into 
th e atfcno 
ere. 
Tne aee-nt th at abstract 
th e w ater from the m rfzee of th e soil Í3 
th e sun, whose heat causes the liquid 
capillary w ater to vaporize, when it im m e­ 
diately rise» and is absorbed into the a t­ 
m osphere. 
In a previous paper we spoke 
of the capillary power of different soiJp, 
and of the relation cf this capillary power 
to the am ount of heat accum ulated in the 
Boils. 
W e concluded th a t the finer the 
pores of the soil the greater the capillary 
p o w er; the higher the liquid moisture 
would rise in the so il; the more tenaciously 
it would be retained, and the less evapora- 
tia n would ensue. 
The reverse condition 
is followed by reverse results. 
The differ­ 
ence may be easily conceived by comparing 
a well-tilled clay soil w ith a porous and 
leachy sandy- soil. 
Of the common soil 
ingredients clay is m echanically the finest, 
and when in a thorough state of tilth — 
which indicates a lack of adhesiveness and 
plasticity—it has a very high 
CAPILLARY COEFFICIENT ; 
W hile sand, on the other hand, especially 
coarse sand, has a low capillary power as 
w ell as 3 very sm all hygroscopic coefficient. 
T he perm anent capillary w ater of the soil 
m ust rise from the hydrostatic w ater line, 
and if the distance of this line below the 
surface be so great th a t the capillary power 
of the soil is too small to cause the water 
to rise to the surface, then the soil will be 
44 air d ry .” 
Speaking generally the farm er 
bas plenty rainfall when the descending 
m oisture from the surface m eets the ascend­ 
ing capillary w ater of the soil, thus estab­ 
lishing liquid communication between the 
coil and the subsoil. 
Hygroscopic, or va­ 
porized w ater of the soil, is th a t moisture 
which rem ains after all of the liquid w ater 
has been extracted by air drying. 
I t is 
calculated by subjecting a weighed am ount 
of the air dried 6oil to a heat of 212° for 
some tim e and noting the per cent, of 
w eight lost. 
A s long as a soil contains the 
requisite am ount of hygroscopic moisture 
routs will live in the surface soil, and the 
plant w ill thrive as long as a sufficient 
supply of liquid water is received from the 
subsoil by the w ater roots. 
As we have 
said before, most piants die if th eir food 
roots be immersed in flowing water for any 
length of time, therefore in the natural 
conditions of plant life these roots m ust 
get w hat moisture they absorb directly 
from the capillary and hygroscopic moist- 
tu re of the soil. 
Alm ost the entire am ount 
of water which is absorbed through 
T H E ROOTS OF FLANTS 
Is transpired through the leaf snrfaces. 
T he am ount of w ater thus given off by a 
large tree is truly astonishing. 
Some large 
specimens of the eucalyptus will absorb ail 
of the w ater flowing from an inch hose for 
five, eight or ten hours in succession. 
Of 
course this is an extrem e case, b u t it serves 
as a good illustration. 
Schubler states 
th a t one square foot of pasture grass ex­ 
haled 5 5 pounds of w ater in 2d hours. 
M any plants will exhale their own weight 
of m oisture in a like period of hot and dry 
w eather. 
W ilting of plants is caused by 
th e loss of w ater by transpiration faster 
th an it is supplied by im bibation through 
th e roots. 
Tiie am ount of transpiration is 
influenced principally by the structure and 
activity of the leaf, tem perature and h u ­ 
m idity of the atm osphere, the chemical 
nature {of th e liquids of the soil—many 
salts seem to retard the free absorption of 
w ater 
by 
the 
roots—and, 
lastly, by 
the 
tem perature 
of 
the 
soil. 
One 
w ould 
think 
th a t 
exhalation 
was 
absolutely necessary to plant-life, but it 
ha9 been decided th a t the nutritive m at­ 
ters of the soil would perform their func­ 
tions independently of the transpirations 
from the leaf surfaces. 
This is illustrated 
by the vigor w ith which plants grow in 
green-houses, where the atm osphere is 
generally nearly’, if not quite, saturated, 
and the evaporation, therefore, reduced to 
a minimum. 
From all th a t is known at 
the present tim e it is probable th at as long 
as the norm al quantity of moisture was 
m aintained in the plant structure there is 
no absolute need of renewing it by trans­ 
piration. 
I t has been proved by direct ex­ 
perim ent th a t plants caD extract enough 
m oisture from soils which have a high 
hygroscopic co-efficient—i. e., those which 
contain a relatively large am ount of vapor 
of w ater in their pores—to serve all of the 
needs of plant-grow th. 
I t has also been 
proved th at if plants be exposed in exactly 
similar 
CONDITIONS OF MOISTURE 
W ithout the roots being in contact w ith 
Boil, th a t th ey will fail to grow. 
This 
shows conclusively th a t it is the vapor of 
w ater in the soil, and not th a t in the air, 
which supplied the plants in question w ith 
th e requisite m oisture. 
W hen we know 
th a t under favorable conditions of hygro­ 
scopic m oisture a plant may secure suffi­ 
cient w ater from th a t source alone, how' 
m uch more may we be certain th a t did the 
w ater roots reach the perm anent liquid 
moisture level, the crop would never suffer 
from lack of m oisture. I t is evident, then, 


th a t we need not always have moisture 
visible in the surface soil, providing th a t 
the air-dry soil contains sufficient hygro­ 
scopic moisture, in order to produce crops, 
especially if the kind of crop is adapted to 
the nature of the soil and the depth of the 
perm anent m oisture. From the very nature 
of the force th a t retains the vapor of water 
in plants, and which is therefore hygro­ 
scopic, it is evident th a t the am ouut of 
moisture available from this source depends 
airnply upon tho hygroscopic coefficient of 
tiie soil. 
W nen the hygroscopic moisture 
in a soil is at its maximum a part of it will 
he easily extracted by plants ; but as the 
am ount of this moisture decreases the ad­ 
hesive force of the soil particles for the 
rem aining vapor increases, so th at the sue­ 
! eeeding particles of vapor of water Í3 ex­ 
trac ted w ith more difficulty from the soil 
i han were the previous ones. 
Sand has a 
I very 
LOW HYGROSCOPIC PO W ER ; 
It contains but little vapor of water, and 
owing to the tenacity w ith which this is 
retained by the sand it is alm ost unavail­ 
a b l e to plants. 
Therefore, when the eapil- 
lary m oisture of coarse sand is exhausted 
i the available m oisture is also practically 
exhausted, and w ater m ust be artificially 
supplied or the soil will heat and the crop 
be killed by drought. 
A lthough only a 
minimum am ount of m oisture ia necessary 
in a soil, y et the am ount of w ater con* 
tained in the tissues of plants is directly 
influenced by the am ount of available 
m oisture in the soil. 
The crops grown in 
a wet spring are larger, more succulent, 
and m ake a larger green w eight than th ise 
of a dry s*ason. 
If, however, tne air-dry 
weights of crop? be compared, the differ* 
e i.e between those of wet and dry springs 
w ill be found to bo very small. The excess 
of weight of the green crop grown during 
the w et season m ust hive consisted mainly 
of w ater, and which was lost during the 
curing of the crop. 
Green crops generally 
lose from 40 to SO per ceut. of their weight 
during the curing process. 
So th a t it is 
hardly possible t-o make a fair comparison 
of crops unless we consider th eir dry 
weights. 
Even then the tem perature at 
wiuch they ^ere cured m akes a great dif­ 
ference in the final Weight. 
As is well 
known, 
AN EXCESS OF W ATER 
Is as disastrous to crops as an absence of 
it. 
The m ost profitable am ount of water 
is a mean between the extrem es, differing 
w ith different crops and soils, and which 
can hardly be definitely stated even for 
any particular crop or soil. 
For most 
economic crops from 10 to 20 per cent, of 
w ater in a soil seems to give the maximum 
results ; b u t even this is a very unsatis­ 
factory statem ent to the practical farmer. 
H e knows th a t more depends upon the 
surrounding conditions of the soil and sea­ 
son 
than 
upon 
the 
specializations of 
science ; and that a glance at his crop and 
soil wiil tell him more of its present water 
needs than a perusal of the best agricult­ 
ural article could possibly do. 
Tiie w ater 
of the soii ia, next to tem perature, the 
m ost influential factor in securing a crop ; 
and by a proper and understanding appli- 
1 cation of w ater as needed the experienced 
i farm er often 
m atures 
maximum 
crops 
where his ignorant neighbor makes &b 
noticeable a failure. 
The functions of the 
soil w ater are three in num ber : 1. I t acts 
as a general solvent on the particles of nu­ 
tritive m atter in the soil. 
2 I t acts a3 a 
carrying medium of the plant food of the 
soil, and 3, it is a convenient and always 
available source of its elem ents—hydrogen 
and oxygen—which, we will remember, in 
combination w ith carbon form th e amyloids 
t —cellulose, starch, 
sugar, 
etc.—organic 
acids, etc.; and w ith carbon, sulphur, 
nitrogen and phosphorous they form the 
album inoids—fats, oils, etc. 
So th a t we 
see its presence m ay be an im portant factor 
in the furnishing of m aterials for the build­ 
ing uf> of the plant structure. 
BESIDES TH E FR EE W ATER 
Of the soii, there is always contained in it 
more or less w ater combined chemically 
w ith the chemical bases as hydrates. This 
w ater is the m ost tenaciously retained of 
all the forms of water, and can only be ex­ 
pelled by breaking up the substance of 
which it is a part, when the w ater will be 
set free. 
The w ater of hydration, as it is 
called, exerts no direct influence on vege­ 
tation or the soil, except so far as it relates 
to th e nature of the substances combined 
w ith it. 
W e have already seen th a t it was 
necessary to the ma ntenance of plant life 
and vigor th a t the atm ospheric air should 
have iree access tc the soii. 
A ir is a m ix­ 
ture of nitrogen and oxygen, and contain­ 
ing numerous other gases and vapors which 
find in it- a ready reservoir or place of lodg­ 
m ent. 
As we have previously stated, the 
air is generally supposed to be a m echani­ 
cal m ixture, although some bold that it is 
a chemical combination. 
If it is only a 
mechanical mixture*, it would seem th at its 
elem ents—nitrogen and oxygen—would be 
easily available to plants and to the soil. 
This is the ca=e w ith oxygen, but nitrogen, 
owing to its inertness, cannot, under the 
norm al conditions, be directly assim ilated 
by plants, or accum ulated in the soil, ex­ 
cept it first combine w ith hydrogen or ox­ 
ygen, as ammonia or nitric acid. 
The for­ 
m ation 
of 
these two compounds from 
atm ospheric nitrogen is so im portant th at 
we will leave its consideration for another 
paper. 
T IIE OXYGEN OF T IIE A IR 
Is available at all times. 
Every one knows 
how readily most n.etals oxidize or rust 
when exposed to the air, especially in 
dam p w eather. 
The soil has the property 
of condensing oxygen in its porous cavities, 
and hence of rendering oxidation more in ­ 
tense. 
W e have already spoken of the 
deodorizing and decomposition powers of 
the soil. 
Tnese are due largely to the 
condensed oxygen stored up iu the pores 
of the soil. 
The changes produced are 
purely chemical, and differ only in degree 
from those going on constantly in the air. 
The soil docs not contain a large absolute 
am ount of oxygen, but the air furnishing 
an unlim ited source of supply, the oxygen 
of the soil is replaced as fast as consumed 
by fresh supplies draw n from the air. 
Or­ 
ganic m atters and low oxides are imme­ 
diately oxidized in the surface soil—the 
protoxide of iron is oxidiztd to the sesqui 
or red oxide, sulphide to the sulphate, car­ 
bon is oxidized to carbonic acid, ammonia 
to nitric acid, etc.—and as in alm ost every 
case the highly oxidized bodies are much 
much desirable in a soii than the low oxides, 
it is evident th a t tho m eans of securing 
oneself against trouble on this account is 
deep and thorough tillage. 
In the absence 
of oxygen, especially in the presence of 
vegetable m atter and other reducing agents, 
the opposite reactions take place. 
This 
reducing state in the soil is brought about 
by excluding the atm ospheric oxygen by 
an excess of water, or by a failure to keep 
the soil in the proper physical conditions. 
Sabsoils generally contain m any of these 
low oxides and sulphides, which are injuri­ 
ous to plant growth, and when the roots 
attem pt to penetrate the subsoil they are 
speedily killed. 
The rem edy for a poison­ 
ous subsoil is deep and thorough drainage 
accompanied by deep and frequent cultiva­ 
tion of the soil, and subsoil if possible. The 
air which circulates through the soil is 
usually richer in carbonic acid and poorer 
in oxygen, than the atm ospheric air. 
By 


T IIE ACTION OF OXYGEN 
On organic m atter carbonic acid is formed, 
and, therefore, the am ount of carbonic acid 
in the soil air depends largely upon the 
am ount of organic m atter in the soil. V ery 
porous sand contains as m uch carbonic acid 
as does the atmosphere, while cultivatable 
soils contain from five to ninety-five times 
as much as the air. 
Th9 increased solvent 
effect of the Boilair can be readily imagined 
when compared to th a t of the atm ospheric 
air. 
M uch of this carbonic acid is ab­ 
sorbed as formed by the atm csphere, and 
pot-8 to feed plants through their foliage. 
W ere this not the case it is hardly to be 
supposed th a t the air could furnish suffi­ 
cient carbonic acid to keep the plant world 
supplied w ith carbon. 
From the presence 
of free carbonic acid in the soil it is con­ 
cluded th a t man}' of the soil substances are 
present as carbonates, and the sinking of 
these carbonates into the tubsoils accounts 
for the fact th a t we often find surf ice soils 
destitute of particular elem ents and su b ­ 
stances which are found iu aDuadanco in 
the subsoil.

W ithout either dreaming that there 
was anything at all like love in their rela­ 
tions, cr that either had for the other any­ 
thing mors than a sincere respect, they 
parted. 
Both ¡parried. 
The man married a 
w -man he believed he loved—nay, there was 
no question as to his loving her most devo­ 
tedly. 
The woman’s marriege wai Ie-e hap­ 
py, but by no means an unfortunate one. 
A fter a laf.se of years the two met again,

ing c r a c tice, for the reputation of Margery 
Deane is not sufficient in literature to invite 
us to read a volume by her of that character 
merely. 
Nor has the lady made attem pts at 
fins writing, snd that too is in favor of her 
little bock. 
W hat i-< her boi k, then ? She 
herself answer?, truthfully and in a way that 
entitles her to a hearing : “ Iu the dram a of 
traveling there are bits of by-play, thought 
by most writers to be too insignificant to be 
gathered up .-.td put int* p rin t; yet, trite as 
it is, how true is it that it is the little things 
in life that make its whole, whether for our 
joy or our pain. 
1 have fancied that this* 
binad thing? oy the way might be readable, 
though I fear theie is very little 
wit 
and no wisdom in my manner of relation. 
I t is only these usually-passed*over trifles, 
personal 
incidents, 
some 
cf 
the 
ways 
and manner? that to us are strange, of people 
cf other land ; some minor details—yes, even 
to food and figures—of a foreign tour, that I 
have transcribed here.” She is too modest 
by nMf—her book has tn th wit and wisdom, 
and it is a most refreshing and appetizing 
volume. 
I t comes to us with a freshness and 
innocence that is charming. 
I t is a treat to 
see with her, to think wi h her, and to reflect 
as she did. 
She thank? God f >r memory, 
and let her readers be likewise thankful for 
the ability in a pure woman to record her im­ 
pressions of the world as she went through it, 
aud that, too, in a manner thoroughly honest, 
brave and sensible.

We published on Thursday an “ Open 
Letter to those who use Sunday for a 
“ Gala Day.” That letter contained some 
very bold assumptions. W e do not pro­ 
pose at this time to enter into the contro­ 
versy as to the observance of Sunday, but 
to notice some of those dogmatic declara­ 
tions. We lind it aEsuined in the letter 
referred to that the safety of a republic 
depends upon the individual moral worth 
of its citizens, and that this individual 
moral worth is in the United States only 
maintained through chnrchea and Sunday- 
schools. There are here several very re 
markable assumptions. In the first place 
it is assumed that the individual moral 
worth of the American people is greater 
than that of the Germans and French and 
English and all other nations. This is un­ 
questionably tho implication, because the 
letter distinctly says that, in the countries 
where Sunday is made a gala day govern­ 
mental supervision is substituted for pri­ 
vate morality, whereas here “ everything 
“ depends on the personal virtue of the 
“ people, and unless individuals and 
“ churches volunteer to secura that, there 
“ is no guarantee of future social and 
“ civil quiet and prosperity. 
Apart 
“ from the private moral worth of the citi- 
11 zen, a republic rests on a volcano. 
Here we are told that nothing bat the 
churches and Sunday-schools preserves ns 
from an eruption, and we are also told 
that, thanks to the churches aud Sunday- 
schools, the American people are very 
much more virtuous and moral than any 
other people. 
If these statements and 
implications are true, they are matter for 
general rejoicing, but before accepting 
them it is desirable that some inquiry 
should be made into the evidence upon 
which they rest, because they do unques­ 
tionably seem to conflict with a good many 
previously-established facts. 
In order to establish the truth of these 
assumptions it is necessary to show (1) that 
the American people really are more vir­ 
tuous and moral than any other people ; 
(2j that the American people owe their su­ 
perior virtue (if they possess it) to churches 
and Sunday-schools. Now as to the alleged 
superior virtue of the American people, it 
will have to be admitted at once that it 
cannot be established by statistics. Of 
coarse there are nations which are below 
U8 in average morality, but when we com 
pare ourselves with the leading nations of 
Europe, or even with some Oriental races, 
we cannot prove any superiority in these 
respects. As regards virtue and morality 
it is highly probable that the Japanese 
very far excel us, while it íb certain that 
we are not in any way enperior to the peo­ 
ple of England, France and Germany in 
virtue and morality. France, and even 
Germany, exceed ns greatly in temperance ; 
England alone surpasses us in intemper­ 
ance. The average of crime is higher with 
us than in France and Germany, and the 
percentage of convictions is lower than in 
any European country. Where, then, do 
wc get our superior virtue and morality? 
But we must go further, and try to ascer­ 
tain what proportion of the American peo­ 
ple are molded and influenced by churches 
and Sunday-schools, só that we can obtain 
a clearer idea as to the extent and signifi­ 
cance of these agencies upon our morals. 
Statistics show that less than one-fourth of 
the whole population attend churches. It 
follows from this that three-fourths of 
the population must be uninfluenced by 
that agency. Yet it is after all the ma­ 
jority which determines the morals of a 
nation. For it is perfectly clear that if 
tne stability of this republic depended 
upon the churches, it conld not be main­ 
tained, since the greater part of the people 
do not have anything to do with these 
institutions, but follow their own courses. 
The assumption that “ the moral train- 
“ ing" of the community depends upon 
the churches is consequently not demon­ 
strable, but on the contrary it is demon­ 
strable that the majority of the American 
people derive their moral training from 
other sources, and, which is more to the 
purpose, it is demonstrable that the moral 
training derived from other sources is 
amply sufficient to do what the churches, 
in the nature of the case, obviously do not 
and cannot do. There is another line of 
assumption in this very curious letter, 
which calls for some inquiry. It is taken 
for granted that the influence of churches 
is wholly and of necessity moral and vir­ 
tuous. But before this can be accepted it 
is necessary to ascertain whether the 
teaching of the churches really does have 
the effect of distinguishing those who affect 
to follow it, by special virtue and morality, 
and, Becond, whether the nature of the 
teaching is in any way calculated to pro­ 
duce such effects. Now of course there 
are no statistics available in regard 
to the relative morality .of those who 
do and those who do not 
attend 
church. But there is a widespread popu­ 
lar belief to the effect that the profession 
of religion is very often employed as a 
cloak for immorality, and there certainly 
does not exist that common respect for 
professing Christians which would be the 
natural product of a demonstrative superi­ 
ority in the religious life and conduct. And 
when the character of the teachings of the 
churches is examined it does not appear 
reasonable that any peculiarly felicitous 
results should be expected from them. 
For it is seen that they consist mainly in 
statements and doctrines which are against 
reason, against commonsense, against ex­ 
perience, and against evidence ; that in 
order to secure acceptance for these equally 
incredible and unintelligible propositions, 
an egregious credulity is dignified with the 
name of “ Faith 
and that the judgment 
and the moral sense of the disciples is 
warped and confused by being required 
to accept as attributes of divinity disposi­ 
tions which in human beings indicate the 
most evil and malignant qualities. 
How such teachings can be expected to 
improve virtue and morality is a mystery 
which we fear the writers of the “ open 
“ letter ” wonld find it difficult to explain. 
As a matter of fact it cannot be shown that 
they have any snch effect. The truth is 
that the virtue and morality which give 
American society its stability derive far 
more of their sustenance from without than 
from within the churches. The great body 
of the American people do not go near the 
churches, bnt there are hundreds of thou­ 
sands of intelligent men and women who 
have thought out for themselves the lead­ 
ing problems of life, and who lead moral 
and virtuous liveB themselves, and influ­ 
ence other thousands around them to do 
the same, without reoeiving any aid from 


the churches, and in fact without believing 
that the churches can afford them any such 
aid. The moral training of the community 
is assuredly not done by the clergy at the 
present time, whatever it may have been 
in the past. It is becoming more generally 
recognized every year that moral training, 
to be of any abiding value, must be found­ 
ed npon demonstrable truths, and that is 
where the churches fail altogether, for they 
deal only in the most extravagant and un­ 
reasonable assumptions, aud thus cannot 
constitute a safe basis for moral or any 
other useful training. In fact it becomes 
evident the moment inquiry is made that 
the authors of the “ open letter ’ begged 
the question upon almost every one of their 
propositions, and that they took altogether 
too much for granted when they assumed 
that they a right to pose as the accredited 
and indubitable and only genuine teachers 
of virtue and morality, and the pillars cf 
the republic. Depend upon it the republic 
rests upon far stronger foundations, and it 
possesses sources of virtue and morality 
which if they were not for the most part 
independent of the cherches would be of 
very little use in preventing the eruption 
which the authors of the “ open letter ’> 
think so imminent, in the absence of the 
due inculcation of superstition, 
THE DEMOCRATIC NOMINARON FOR 
GOVERNOR. 
The Democratic contest for the nomina­ 
tion f«r Governor terminated yesterday 
afternoon by the nomination of General 
Stoneman, of Los Angeles, on the four­ 
teenth ballot. The fight was the hottest 
that has ever occurred in a State Conven 
tion in California. For a long time Hearst 
appeared to have the strongest prospect 
for though his gaias in any one ballot were 
small, he kept increasing his vote up to the 
twelfth ballot, when Stoneman caught np 
with and passed him. It looked, when the 
Convention voted to adjourn for a recess, 
as if Stoneman could not obtain the Taylor 
strength. But subsequent events made it 
apparent that Taylor conld not or would 
not throw his vote for Hearst, and although 
the latter kept his following to the last, he 
was beaten on the fourteenth ballot. Con­ 
sidering the loudness of the talk about 
Uearst s intention and capacity to make a 
“ moneyed fight,” this resnlt seems to war­ 
rant the conclusion either that he failed to 
open his “ sack” wide enough, or that his 
managers were incompetent; for it is not a 
reasonable supposition that in a Democratic 
Convention the material for purchase was 
wanting. 
Hearst had indeed appeared 
to trnst everything to his financial 
strength, fur he 
certainly 
had 
no 
other kind, bat he has discovered that 
unless it is combined with sagacity even the 
greatest reputation for pecuniary ability 
may fail. Tne successful candidate, Gen­ 
eral Stoneman, has but a meager record 
apart from his military career, and that 
cuts no figure in a candidature for a civil 
office. He has occupied the position of 
Railroad Commissioner for some time, and 
during his tenure of it has sedulously culti­ 
vated popularity with the anti-railroad 
element by pretending to be in favor of 
very radical measures, which, however, he 
knew perfectly well could not be adopted 
by those of his colleagues who recognized 
their responsibility. 
Whether General 
Stoneman would have ventured upon the 
same course had he shared the otfioo with 
men equally desirous of the kind of noto­ 
riety he sought, is a question which it is 
perhaps not so easy to determine. Besides 
his services as Railroad Commissioner be 
has done nothing more remarkable than 
the simultaneous tenure of Federal aud 
St3te offices, in open and persistent con­ 
travention of the Constitution. 
As a 
statesman, as a politician of ability, as a 
speaker, he simply possesses no record. 
At this moment the Democrats appear 
to 
think 
that 
in nominating 
him 
they have put their strongest man 
at the head of the ticket. 
W e cheer­ 
fully admit that during the coming two 
months he is likely to be the strongest can­ 
didate in the field—because he will for that 
period be the only cne. There is, how­ 
ever, ample time for the Democracy and 
the State generally to discover that the 
head of the Democratic State ticket is 
really very ordinary material, and that the 
wisdom of the choice was by no means so 
obvions as it seems just now. Until the 
rest of the Democratic ticket has been 
nominated, moreover, it is impossible to 
form any conclusion as to the general effect 
of the San Jose work. Certainly if it is 
not stronger than its head the Republicans 
ought to find no difficulty in beating it, 
and we have no doubt that they will take 
the enterprise in hand with zeal and de­ 
termination. 
THE UNIT RULE. 
The Democratic State Convention very 
wisely abrogated the unit role. The truth 
is that this rule is part and parcel of the 
machinery of 
party 
government by 
“ Bosses,” and it involves an extinction of 
minority representation which is fatal to 
equity. The practice of pledging delega­ 
tions to observe the nnit rale is neither 
more nor less than an usurpation having no 
color of justice. The theory of our form of 
government is that every section of the 
community possesses the same right of 
representation. In practice, however, we 
allow but a very limited representation to 
the minority, and when such rules as the 
one referred to are adopted the minority 
are altogether disfranchised. The adoption 
of the unit rule by a bare majority is a 
trick whereby the majority candidate 
Beeks to steal the minority vote by main 
force. The minority of the delegation has 
exactly the same right to support another 
candidate that the majority has to support 
one ; but it is sought to extinguish this 
right of the minority, and to do violence 
to their feelings by forcing them to vote 
for a man whom they do not want. In 
effect such a practice is worse than forging 
the names of the minority to a vote they 
opposed. They were, it must be assumed, 
elected for one purpose. They are, how­ 
ever, virtually compelled to ignore the 
wishes of the citizens who delegated them, 
and to do the pleasure of strangers whose 
choioe they disapprove. And the unit rule 
is always and naturally resorted to in the 
interest of machine politics. The men who 
pack conventions always want it. The 
men who seek by impudent audacity to 
defy the will of the majority, and to rule 
politics through unscrupulous minority 
cliques, have evei been tho friends and 
advocates of this rule. They find it very 
useful to choke off independence and to 
stifle opposition with. 
It makes easy 
work for the fellows who enter conventions 
with lie u pockets fall of proxies, It is 


in the interest of “ the boys.” Many a 
time the nnit rule, judiciously enforced, 
has enabled a score or two of men to 
master a State organization, and dictate its 
ticket. 
There is, however, one thing 
which the unit rule does not cover. It is 
of no use at the polls. If only the machine 
politicians could guarantee the popular 
ratification of their preliminary work, 
their profession would be free from a great 
many uncertainties which now tend to mar 
its enjoyability. They have learned to 
manufacture tickets in a really masterly 
style, but what they have not yet been able 
to determine is the kind of reception the 
people will accord their tickets when the 
day of election comes. The unit rule has 
long been a sort of right bower to the ma­ 
chine politicians, aud when they cannot 
enforce it they are apt to feel that half the 
battle is lost. The tyranny and injustice 
of the ruie, however, are so apparent that 
unless a Convention has been carefnlly 
packed it cannot be expected to indorse it, 
and therefore no matter what precautions 
may have been taken in the County Con­ 
ventions, the State Convention is always 
liable to upset the arrangements, simply 
because it is too large to he packed, and 
also because it contains a great many rural 
delegates who entertain a righteous horror 
of the city politicians and their cunning 
devices, and delight above all things in 
bal'ling the latter whenever an opportunity 
oecurs. It is however always safe to vote 
down the unit rule, for it cannot operate 
but to silence or to misrepresent the 
minority. 
A SENSIBLE VIEW OF THE SI i n ATI0N. 
The following dispatch from Marysville 
was sent to a San Francisco paper under 
date of June 22.1 : “ The decision of Judge 
“ Temple in the Gold Run case has now 
“ been pretty thoroughly discussed, and 
“ the result may be stated as about as fol- 
“ lows: The leading business men and a 
“ majority of the farmers are satisfied with 
“ it as a basis of settlement, and are in 
“ favor of enforcing it to the letter, and of 
“ speedy action in all cases now pending. 
“ The clear-water theory, as advocated by 
“ citizens of Wheatland, finds very few if 
“ any advocates here, it being considered 
“ impracticable at present.’’ W e hope that 
this is a fair and sufficiently faithful rep­ 
resentation of public opinion in Marysville, 
for it indicates a far more rational state of 
mind than appeared to exist there recently. 
Judge Temple’s decision undoubtedly af­ 
fords a basis for agreement which it is the 
clear interest of the valley residents as 
well as the miners to accept. W e have 
pointed out from the first that it wonld be 
a mistake to suppose that this decision 
settled everything, or that no room was 
left for a compromise. The truth remains, 
always insisted upon by the R ecord- 
U n io n , that even when the Courts had 
done all they conld do, the problem of the 
disposition of the debris already in the 
rivers would have to be considered. This 
debris must be taken care of by somebody. 
If it is not, the people of Marysville will 
find when it is too late that they have 
gained but a shadowy victory. But 
as 
a 
matter 
of 
conrse 
the 
hydraulic miners will not undertake to 
live up to Judge Temple’s decree as long 
as any portion of the valley residents con­ 
tinue to threaten them, and declare that 
they will not rest satisfied with the holding 
back of the heavier debris. As the case 
stands the decision of Judge Temple will 
have to be appealed. Then, assuming that 
the Supreme Court confirms it, it will be­ 
come a recognized basie for settlement, and 
at that stage of the proceedings it will be 
in order for the representatives of both 
sides to meet and exchange guarantees and 
agreements, l ’ending the action of the 
Supreme Court it is eminently desirable 
that a common platform should be reached 
by the valley residents. At this moment 
they are embarrassed by a conflict of opin­ 
ion. Marysville and Sacramento are per­ 
fectly willing to accept Judge Temple’s 
decision as the basis of settlement, but 
W heatland and Nicolaus are impracticable, 
and appear bent upon pushing the con­ 
test to such a point that it will include all 
mining, and so render a settlement out of 
the question by bringing the qnartz, drift 
and seam miners to the side of the hy­ 
draulic miners, and against the farmers. 
W e trust that Mayor Bingham and other 
conservative and intelligent business men 
of Marysville will use their influence to 
bring the extremists to reason, and thus 
prepare the way for an adjustment which 
will stop the heavy drain of money for 
litigation.

LABOR IN THE COUNTRY. 
The farmers are absolutely distressed for 
want of help in harvesting, and find the 
greatest difficulty in procuring hands from 
San Francisco. Many of them have been 
compelled to employ Chinese because no 
white men could be had. Yet in San Fran­ 
cisco there are alwayB several thousand 
white men hanging about the wharves and 
street corneis and intelligence offices, pro­ 
fessing to be looking for work, and cnrsiDg 
the country because they do not obtain it. 
W e have no doubt that work at good wages 
can be had to-day for the last of these 
fellows, but the plain truth is that they 
do not want it, and that they had rather 
loaf about the city than go into the harvest 
field and exercise themselves. And even 
when such men do accept work in the 
country, they are almost always unreliable. 
It is the rule with them to demand their 
wages every Saturday night, and if they 
are anywhere within reach of a saloon they 
then go off to get drunk, and do not re­ 
turn until perhaps the Tuesday or Wednes­ 
day following. Even when there are no 
saloons a set of sharks are fonnd who 
travel about with a barrel of whisky in a 
cart, stop wherever they find a field of 
men at work, 
and 
proceed to sell 
them liquor. 
The farmers are natu­ 
rally 
extremely 
disgusted 
with this 
state of things, for it often injures their 
interests materially. The cultivators of 
small fruits and berries are absolutely com­ 
pelled to rely on Chinese labor, for it is 
evident that when crops of berries have to 
be picked every day, and when the failure 
to pick them involves the loss of that day’s 
crop, men who insist on getting drank two 
or three days oat of the seven are of no 
ase. The kind of loafers we have been de­ 
scribing, however, are always the most 
blatant opponents of ChineBe labor. They 
are the sort of men who, after having com­ 
pelled a farmer to supply their places with 
Chinese, will set fire to his barns and stacks 
because he has had the temerity to try and 
save his crops, which they abandoned to 
ruin. In short it is evident that unless 
and until a better, more sober and faithful 


white labor element is available for agri­ 
cultural work, the employment cf Chinese 
will be a matter of absolute necessity, let 
politicians say what they will. Tnere is 
always plenty of work to be bad in the 
country by steady, industrious, conscien­ 
tious white men ; but the truth is that this 
class are like angels’ visits, few and far be­ 
tween. 
DEGRADATION OF PLATFORM - MARINO, 
W e are inclined to think that a time 
will ccme when political platforms will 
be abandoned. 
The Barest indication of 
such a change is to be found in the increasing 
contempt for thepopulur intelligence which 
these documents exhibit. 
More than at 
any former time has there of late been 
manifested a readiness among parties to 
take both sides of every difficult question. 
W e do not refer to California particularly, 
though the action of the Democrats npon 
the debris question is in point. In Ohio, 
however, the liquor law is a vexed ques­ 
tion, and the Germans cut a great figure 
in relation to it. The result is that both 
parties have been making the most des­ 
perate efforts to please everybody, and with 
the usual result. The significant fact, 
however, is that it should be thought safe 
to put forward expressions which every, 
one can see are insincere, and which can 
actually deceive nobody. 
This suggests 
that platforms are becoming more and 
more mere symbolisms, to the declara­ 
tions of which even those who frame tbem 
no longer attach importance, and which 
are produced only because it is the cus­ 
tom to have them. In the absence of 
any clear-cut national issue in fact, 
the two parties have latterly come to 
voting more from habit than conviction. 
There is no longer a radical difference 
of issues between them, nor is one the rep 
resentative of purity and the other cf cor 
ruption. Unfortunately both are equally 
corrupt. Evidently, however, they are be­ 
ginning to think that platforms have 
served their purpose in the past, but are 
becoming rather a nuisance than a help in 
these days of uncertain convictions and 
dim 
political distinctions. 
So they 
straddle every issue which demands clear 
definition, and fall back upon the tendency 
of most people to vote in accordance with 
habit; the Republican because he has al­ 
ways been a Republican ; the Democrat 
because be has always been a Democrat. 
It is not possible that this slipshod way 
of conducting politics could survive a 
real national emergency. 
Such an event 
wonld shake off the shams and bring the 
realities to the front. 
But so long as 
no strong demand for action is made 
upon the people they may tolerate this 
easy-going method, and pardon the du­ 
plicity of the partisans who are so accom 
modating that they are willing to change 
all their convictions at the suggestion of 
the public whose support they solicit. 
THE STATE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 
The question arises whether, inasmuch 
as the last Congressional reapportionment 
gave California six members of Congress, 
it is not necessary at the ensuing State 
election for the people to choose the same 
number of members of the State Board of 
Equalization. The State Constitution pro­ 
vides that “ A State Board of EqnaJza- 
“ tion, consisting of one member from 
“ each Congressional District in this State, 
“ shall be elected by the qualified electors 
“ of their respective districts.” 
This 
clearly implies that there shall be as many 
members of the State Board of Equaliza­ 
tion as there are members of Congress. 
Had the State been redistricted for mem­ 
bers of Congress it would be at once ap­ 
parent that bíx members of the State Board 
of Equalization would have to be elected. 
As it is, however, the argument for their 
election is really of precisely equal force. 
This year we elect two Congressmen “ at 
“ large.” This is merely a method of 
converting the State into two Congressional 
Districts for the time being. It must be 
held, strictly speaking, that there are as 
many Congressional Districts as there are 
Congressmen. Consequently there are six 
Congressional Districts, even though we 
elect two Congressmen at large. Tae pur­ 
pose of the Constitution is clear. It was 
intended that there should be as many 
elected members of the State Board of 
Eqnalization as there were members of 
Congress. And for these reasons we are of 
opinion that provision ought to be made 
for the nomination of six members of that 
Board. 
THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 


PACIFIC SLOPE. 


Congress cannot expend the surplus 
revenue to better purpose than in public 
improvements, and though the appropria­ 
tions under the River and Harbor bill are 
very large, they are justifiable. And since 
there is a strong disposition to increase 
these appropriations, and the money is sure 
to be employed in some less useful way 
otherwise, we think our representatives 
ought to make another struggle to secure a 
larger appropriation for the improvement 
of the Sacramento and Feather rivers. W e 
think that if the case is presented forcibly, 
and if the equities of the farmers and 
miners are clearly shown, and emphasis is 
put upon the part which the Federal Gov- 
eminent has had in creating the difficulties 
under which we labor, Congress will grant 
the appropriation originally asked for, 
namely, five hundred thousand dollars.

C a ll Accepted.—3. D. Fuller, who was 
recently elected General secretary to the 
Young Men’s Christian Association in this 
city, has accepted, and will soon arrive and 
take charge of his new held of work.

Swant has the following : “ 3. D. Fuller, Gen­ 
eral Secretary of the Newburyport Young 
Men’s Christian Association, has accepted a 
call to a similar position in Sacramento, Cal., 
and his resignation will take effect the latter 
part of this month. Mr. Fuller will take a 
short vacation, and on the 20 .h of July will 
start for the Pacific coast in company with 
11. J. McCoy, who has charge of the Y. M. 
C. A. work in the ‘Golden State.’ Sacra 
mento is a city of about 23 000 inhabitants, 
about ir.utty miles from San Francisco, and 
is a fine location for one who U unfavorably 
affected by the Eea breezes. Mr. Fuller has 
occupied the position of Y. M.C. A. General 
Secretary for two years and four months, and 
during his residence in this city he has won 
many warm friends by hi9 urbanity and 
great interest in the young men of our city. 
Tue Association has largely increased in num­ 
bers and usefulness under his efforts, and his 
associates an 1 many friends regret that he is 
so soon to leave the work in this city. Mr. 
Fuller has become much attached to the 
‘city by the sea,’ and probably would not 
accept any other position were it not for the 
fact that uis health depends upon his living 
further inland. We wish him success in his 
new borne on the Pacific slope.” 
D isc h a r g e d. —The charge of manslaughter 
against a Frenchman by the name of L’Hote, 
charged with injuries upon the boy H. X. 
Dias, while taking fruit from his orchard, 
came up for examination in the Police Court 
yesterday, City Attorney Anderson repre­ 
senting the people, and C. T. Jones for de­ 
fendant. The txaraination cf Dr. Cluuess, 
the attcndiLg physician, disclosed that the 
boy died from the effects of brain fever, 
which he said, under the peculiar condition 
of the atmosphere at this time, is rather of 
au epidemic character ; that he found no 
contusion upon or about the head of the boy, 
and that no rymptoms of any concussion ap­ 
peared ; that no post-mortem examination 
was had ; that brain fever might be produced 
by fright or undue excitement; that be was 
under the impression that this was an attack 
of brain fever from local causes. Several 
witnesses—all children—testified to seeing the 
defendant kick and strike the boy ; that he 
played around the streets for some hours af­ 
ter ; that no implement of any character was 
used. The defendant denied that he touched 
the child, and au old lady who saw the whole 
transaction testified that the boys, when they 
saw L’Hote coming, ran away, and that he 
did not touch any of them. At the conclu­ 
sion of the examination the case was sub­ 
mitt? i to the Court, who discharged the de­ 
fendant, there not appearing testimony suffi­ 
cient to warrant holding him f r trial. The 
ca33 was reported in shorthand by W. £. 
D j &d, official reporter. 
A ll A bout t h e B oys.— Who is not a 
friend of the boys ? Who íb there that does 
not admire the patriotism of young America ?

ILK GROVE NOTES. 
The “ General Committee ” of citizens cn 
the celebration of the Fourth of July met 
last evening, Grand Marshal Berkey presid­ 
ing. The minutes were read and approved. 
The General Finance Committee reported 
through Messrs. Lubin, Kern and Wilson 
§2,485 75 as collected and subscribed. A 
warrant was drawn for §400 in favor of the 
“ Fantastic®.” The Music Committee re­ 
ported various bids of bands, and after a 
debate and a consultation the Hussars band 
was contracted with at §235 for day and^night 
service. The committee was instructed to 
tier the Independent drum corps $75 and the 
Artillery band §190 for procession duty only. 
The latter band, after a conference, reported 
its non-acceptance. As but §35 ditferer.ee 
existed between its bid and the offer of the 
meeting, the matter was referred to the Music 
Committee, with full power to act. I he 
question of the tiring of the national salute 
being brought up, after explanations that the 
meeting had not directed any particular buoy 
to fire the salute, it was unanimously voted 
that the First .Artillery Regiment be re­ 
quested to fire the salute at a ccst not to ex­ 
ceed §40. Members of the Independent Ar­ 
tillery Company stated their derire to tire the 
salute, and that they supposed they were to 
do so. It was stated that this was a misap­ 
prehension, and that the General Committee 
had not intended to slight either organization. 
Subsequently the matter of the Continental 
Guard of Honor was brought up, and the 
sub-committee on that subject reported 
that it had relied on the understanding 
that the Independent Artillery Company 
would furnish thirty drilled men to till that 
position. Some of the company now ex­ 
pressed a disinclination to do so, but the 
meeting voted a request that they do so, aüd 
also that if they woold fire a Continental sa­ 
lute for the original first States of the Union, 
the committee would guarantee the cost. To 
this i fficers and members of the organization 
acceded, and the only friction that has thus far 
occurred in the matter of arranging the cele­ 
bration was eliminated. Officers of Company 
B of tbe Artillery Regiment disowned feeling 
in the matter, and any opposition to the Con­ 
tinental sálate, and so the matter was 
amicably adjusted. In this connection the 
Grand Marshal reported the receipt ofja letter 
from ex-Mayor C. H. Swift, now of Oakland, 
in which he cordially accepted the invitation to 
personate George Washington, and the reading 
of the letter was received with applause. It 
was reported that the school boys to repre­ 
sent the States and Territories were having 
satisfactory drills, and had organized a full 
drum corps. In recognition of the efforts of 
the boys the committee voted §20 in aid of 
the boys drum corps, and a warrant was drawn 
for the amount in favor of Principal Johnson. 
The Printing Committee reported 237 fine 
display posters printed and posted in a large 
number of places. The Fireworks Commit­ 
tee reparted a contract made and that the 
part>ers would be presented at the next meet­ 
ing. The Chair expressed the voice of the 
meeting that it desired full an I detailed 
specifications as to pieces, number by “sets,” 
variety and number of bombs, rockets, 
fires, etc., to be reported, and that a con­ 
tract and bond be executed so as to 
secure exact and specific performance. The 
committee said Buch should be done. The 
Grand Marshal reported that the Trustees of 
Napa City had been invited, and would 
probably attend the celebration as the guests 
cf the General Committee. The Committee 
on Equestrian Di-play reported everything 
progressing well. A large number of ladies 
had pledged themselves to ride in the caval­ 
cade. It is desired that ladies from abroad— 
anywhere in the interior of the State—shall 
send in notice of willingness to appear in the 
cavalcade. To compensate the janitor of 
the room where the committee has met, §10 
was voted. The meeting then went into an 
estimate of its liabilities, and finding these to 
exceed its funds between $300 and §400, the 
Fiaance Committee was asked to make a new 
canvass and raise the amount. The Chair 
appointed as aids to the Finance Committee

Tbe R ecord U n io n correspondent at Elk 
Grove says : 
A petition to be presented to the next Leg­ 
islature was circulated here last Sunday by 
Rev. A. J. Compton. Its objects are : To 
sustain the Sunday law and aid its enforce­ 
ment, and to enact a law prohibiting th? 
manufacture of spirituous liquors. It was 
not numerously signed, however. A great 
many people, while opposed to the repeal of 
the Sunday law, still deem it not best to pro­ 
hibit the manufacture of liquors from the 
surplus grain and fruit in the State. 
Thirty-three years ago last week our genial 
Postmaster arrived in this State from the 
East on the steamer Oregon. He located in 
Sacramento, where he entered the tin and 
hardware business. lie lost ail he possessed 
iu the iire of 1852, and immediately thereaf­ 
ter he 1 ft Sacramento for the mining dis­ 
tricts, where he again made a start and 
opened up a etore of general merchandise. 
While away on business, Lis partner disposed 
>f all the stock, fixtures, etc., and when Mr. 
Andrews arrived home he again found him­ 
self a ruined man. He returned to Sacra­ 
mento and began work again, and his inde­ 
fatigable p’uck and energy was again re­ 
warded. About eight years ago he began 
merchandizing at Elk Grove and has suc- 
ceeded.^ He is a living example of what 
pluck, industry and perseverance will do for 
a mau. Mr. Andrews and G. W. Chesley, of 
your city, are now the only survivors of the 
passengers of the ship Oregon. 
Improvement in and around Elk Grove is 
now the order of the day. Mr. Bowers is 
having his large warehouse removed to a point 
adjacent to the railroad track ; both hotels 
have been recently thoroughly renovated, le- 
papered, painted, etc.; farmers are digging 
wells and building windmills; Thomas Mc­ 
Connell has had erected a substantial and 
commodious barn on his place, and several of 
tbe boys are building up a boss reputation as 
crack shots. Bath-hcn* ? built under or be­ 
side the tanks of windmills are all tbe rage 
now. 
Considerable Bummer-fallowing has 
been done around here this season, and farm­ 
ers find it always pays. June apples are 
ripe. Camping parties are beginning to or­ 
ganize ; fishing, ticking, and getting eyes 
bulged out of position by the grandeur 
of mountain scenery, will soon be the 
lot of quite a number of our people. 
Quite heavy dews every morning, which are 
proving very beneficial to garden truck, corn, 
etc. “ ’Tis the last rose of summer” that 
blooms here now. Rarely, if ever, has the 
delicate plant known as the “ Wandering 
Jew ’’been seen to bud and blossom. Mrs. 
Mary Kerr has among her flowers two of 
these plants, which are now covered with 
beautiful white blossoms. Is it the climate 
that did it ? Elk Grove climate can do most 
anything. Several of Sacramento’s citizens 
have been out in this vicinity blackberrying 
the past week, A large band of gypsies 
camped here for several days laet week, and 
spent their time telling fortuues and swapping 
horses. Several of the boys know all about 
the future now. Upwards of 50,000 grape 
cuttings have been nurseryed in this vicinity 
this season. While some of these cuttings 
are destined for the market, the great bulk of 
them will be set out in this locality, and ere 
ten years this section of Sacramento county 
will be one great fruit and vineyard. It Í3 
said that over 300 windmills can be counted 
in the immediate vicinity of Florin and Elk 
Grove. What a hog-killing time Don Quixote 
would have in this oounty fighting the crit­ 
ters. 
C a lif o r n ia W in e s a n d B ra n d ie s ,—Sac­ 
ramento, as the great wine and brandy center 
of the State and point of shipment to all parts 
of the United States and Territories, is daily 
becoming of more importance. We have here 
the largest special United States bonded 
warehouse on the coast, capable of storing 
300,000 gallons of brandy, and in tbe immedi­ 
ate vicinity of Sacramento are several first- 
cUs3 wineries and brandy distilleries that use 
all the grapes that are grown within a radius 
of fifty miles. Last season it is estimated 
that 8,500 tons of grapes were worked up at 
these wineries. The leading house in this 
line of trade in the city, Messrs. Jame? I. 
Felter & Co , own and control four of the 
largest establishments in this county, and 
they have just added to their spacious store­ 
rooms, where their wholesale ar.d jobbing 
whisky bn-ioes® is conducted, a special de­ 
partment for the exhibition of these Califor­ 
nia wines and brandies. As an evidence of 
the extent and growth of the trade in this 
line, we find this house now shipping a car­ 
load of fifty casks of wine and brandy, con­ 
signed to Tamley Bros k Co., of Galveston. 
Texas. This market can now be reached 
direct by rail without any transfer or change 
of car, through the Southern Pacific and its 
connecting lines.

(June 23d) that laborers are wanted in the 
harvest fields, and you suggest to the unem­ 
ployed in the cities to go into the couutry.

Marion Biggs, Jr., of Biggs Sta­ 
tion, was in the city this week looking for 
forty men, to whom he was willing to pay §2 
per day and board. He said that in the im­ 
mediate neighborhood of Biggs Station one 
hundred meu could get employment at these 
wages.

B a k in g a 
B ir d 
in 
C i.a y .— Given a 
bright camp-fire and a bird in condition. 
M ake a pliable cake or sheet o: clay large 
enough to envelop the bird. 
L et it be 
about tw o inches thick. 
Sm ooth and 
straighten out the feathers, but do not pull 
a Í ather or “ draw ” the bird. 
Pack it 
tig h tly in the clay envelope and it takes 
the siiupc of. as it wore, a smooth, oblong 
clay bail. 
Dig a hole in the earth under 
tb s center cf th e camp-fire, and bury the 
b ird w ith a covering of earth, ashes and 
em bers about three inches deep. 
Do this 
about 10 p. M , ju st before you tu rn in for 
th e night. 
If you are a geunine woodsman 
you are supposed to keep a lively fire all 
night, and to tu rn out before daylight in 
tfcc morning. 
S tir up the fire, sta rt your 
cotfoe or tea, and potatoes, if you have 
any. 
Go down to the icy 9pring, give 
your face and hands a cold nuse, dig into 
your outer covtring for th a t three-inch bit 
of broken horn comb, unsnarl your hair 
and whiskers some. 
Finish off by a con­ 
cluding wipe w ith the limp towel th a t came 
in around a large loaf of bread and a sup­ 
ply of kdiikinnick, and then go back to 
cam p and " h a u l ” your bird. 
You will 
find him represented by a lam p of cracked, 
bard-baked ciay, which, pulled off piece­ 
meal, takea feathers and skin clean away, 
leaving the well cooked body of th e bird 
in its naked beauty, w ith all bis gamy 
flavor and native aroma held in and pre­ 
served. 
Lay the body tenderly on the 
fragrant section of fresh peeled bark which 
serves you for a plate, gat ont your pota­ 
toes, bread, butter, coffee, etc., and then 
settle down to a breakfast th a t you will 
renum ber long after you have left camp 
and gone back to the yoke aud short-tug- 
barn-.sS of civilization. 
Lawn T en n is.—T here are now thirty- 
four clubs ia the U nited States Lawn Ten­ 
nis Association. 
N ot nee of these is in 
California. 
W e know of no place on the 
coast b etter provided w ith grounds suita­ 
ble to this sport than Sacramento.

T w o - M ile H e a t s .— A correspondent of 
th e Spirit o f i/o- Timet!, New York, p.otests 
ag u n st two-mile heats, and asks the Stew ­ 
ards of the C rand Circuit programme to 
hereafter rule them nut. 
He says : “ It 
was the general verdict last season th a t the 
two-m ile neat races were a failure, and I 
cannot doubt th at the good judgm ent of 
the Stew ards will prevent any repetition of 
them 
The fact is, our horses are n et 
trained for these long distances, and it 
savors of cruelty to call upon them for 
these feats of endurance, and, besides, 
there is no doubt th a t they put a premium 
on rascality. 
Tne ‘jo b s’ in the G rand Cir­ 
cuit of I SSI were mostly confined to these 
two-m ile heat affairs, and iu my opinion 
they will never be on the square. 
There is 
too much room for plausible ‘ laying u p ,’ 
and too great scope for ‘generalship.’ The 
public does not wish any more uf these 
races, and is contented w ith the old style 
all along the line.” 
W h eelm en .— There are half a dozen 
good bicyclists in Sacram ento now. 
The

W heelm en are 
great in num ber in the East. 
Our level 
drives give th e finest bicycle routes in the 
world. 
The tru th is our people are afraid 
some one will 
“ look ” at them when 
perched on a "w h e e l.” 
How is it th at 
the tricycle, so popular in England, is not 
out here yet? 
I t is Dot quite bo speedy as 
the bicycle, but w ith it “ headers ” are an 
im possibility ; the rider sits down between 
tw o great wheels ; they are adapted to old 
and young, and ladies as well as men.

Tney were in natural attitudes, and ap- 
pearcd to have congealed w ithout knowiog 
th a t anything W33 happening to them . 
As 
all their spots and colors were distinctly 
visible, and they stood immovable with 
tails and fins expanded, they would have 
formed a splendid study for an artist. 
Indeed, we think th a t here is a hint th a t 
painters of such subjects should not neg­ 
lect. 
Bets were made th a t they would 
thaw out “ alive and kicking,” and the 
block of ice was accordingly placed in a 
tank and allowed to m elt, but at last ac­ 
counts the tro u t were lying on the bottom 
apparently quite dead.

N a t u r a l H ist o r y. — It is too often the 
fact th at our modern sportsm en care more 
for the pursuit aud capture of the game, 
than they do for m inutely exam ining or 
classify ing it after the excitem ent of the 
chase is over. 
To such a duck is a duck, a 
goose is a goose, or a snipe is a snipe, w ith­ 
out regard to the mauy varieties th a t ex.st 
in the different families. 
I t often happens, 
resulting from such carelessness in whole 
sections, th at the same variety is known by 
a certain name at one season of the year, 
and b j a different nam e at another season, 
owing to change in plumage consequent 
upon the varying seasons. A few m om ents’ 
study of the conformation and habits of 
th e bird would often make plain the iden 
tity. 
It is this lack of interest in practical 
natural history th a t causes the confusion in 
the local names of the fauna of Am erica.—• 
[American Field. 


T w e l v e -b o r e s v s. T e n -bo r es —A cor­ 
respondent of the American Field says : To 
begin w ith, it has been proven over and 
over again, and also at the Chicago Field 
gun trial, th a t a 6-bore will beat an 8-bore, 
th at an 8 bore will excel a 10 bore, and 
th a t a 10 bore is superior to a 12-bore. 
This has been found true, everything else 
being equal. 
Of this there can be no dis­ 
pute, and any one who doubts it has only 
to look the m atter up to be convinced. 
Sim ply because a certain sportsm an does 
as good shooting w ith a 12 bore as another 
does w ith a 10, or because some one ex­ 
changes a 10-bore for a 12-bore with which 
he does better shooting, proves nothing only 
th a t either the 12 bore is bored to make a 
better pattern, or the person can handle it 
better. 
Incidentally, it is a fact, well- 
known to large gun m anufacturers, that 
the difference between the shooting of 10 
and 12 gauge gqps is less than between any 
other tw o siz.es. 
For instance, everything 
else being equal, suppose an 8 bore was 
superior to a 10 bore by 20 per cent., then 
the difference between a 10 bore and a 12 
bore would be only 8 to 10 per cent., and 
the 12 gauge would be found to be superior 
to the 14 gauge by about 20 per cent. 
I 
m ust not Bo understood as stating th at a 
light 12 bore is nearly equal to a heavy 10 
bore, but th a t the difference between them 
when of the same weight, say from 9 j to 
10 pounds, is very slight. 
Nevertheless, 
tne 10 bore is a better shooting gnn.

Amalia M aterna was born in St. G ’orge, a 
f-miiil m arket town of Styrii», in 1847. 
Her 
father was the town bchoolmaster and an ex­ 
cellent musician. 
In her ninth year Amalia 
distinguished Letself as a soloiít iu church. 
W hen the girl wss 12 years of ag® 
father 
'U<?d, leaving bis family penniless. 
Amalia’s 
brother, however, hail t»ith in her future, 
and at once proposed a journey to Vienna, 
wheie a competent musician might try her 
voice and undertake its culture. 
Amalia was 
prerented to l\j>fe6sor Gent’luorno. 
The 
well-known Professor admired her voice, but 
the advantages contingent upon undertaking 
Amalia’s musical education did not impress 
him as sufficiently tempting to induce him to 
accept her us a pupil. 
Greatly disappointed, 
the child quitted Vienna and joined her 
mother in Upper S yria, where she passed 
the ensuing three years. 
A t the expiration 
of this period the whole family emigrated to 
Gratz, where, after acquiring considerable 
local repute iu chnrch services and concerts, 
Amalia finally obtained an engagement at 
the theater. 
Forty gulden—about §20—a 
month was her first subry ; but after her 
successful appearauce in Suppe’s ** Flotto 
Hurschen,” this small sum was increased to 
ICO gulden. A fter her second season in Gratz, 
she \vaseag3ged for the Carl Theater, Vienna, 
at an annual salary of 5,000 gulden aud an 
extra honorarium of five gulden for each per­ 
formance. 
W hile confining herself still to 
the repertoire of opera comiquo and opera 
bouffe, however, the young songstress a°pired 
to reach a higher plane cf art. 
To this end 
she studied diligently the more trying roles 
of opera seria under Professor Procb, and one 
day her execution of Donna E .vira’s grand 
air in 
Giovanni” so neli^üted Hofkap- 
ellmeiater Kiser that he iufist-:d upon her en­ 
gagement for the Imperial Opera House in 
Vienna. 
Her debut in grand opera was 
effected in April, 18G9. 
She appeared in 
" L ’Africaine,” and her success was imme­ 
diate. 
H er crowning honors were won in 
Bayreuth during the progress of the Wagner 
Fast, in August, 187G. 
Summoned thither 
by the composer of the " Iting der Nibelun- 
gen” to personate Brunnhilde—the statuesque 
heroine of the mighty trilogy—Mine. Mater- 
na’s glorious voice, unci cnmsn breadth of 
style and intensely impassioned delivery pro­ 
duced an impression which the critics and 
musicians gathered at Bayreuth from all 
parts of the habitable world hastened to i 
chronicle and transm it to every clime. While 
under engagement to the < ’arl Theater, Frau- 
lein M aterna married Carl Friedrich, an 
actor, whose name she now bears as part of 
her stage name—Amalia Fried rich-M aterna.

The Year Without a Summer--The Weather Still Cool, and Costumes 
of Light-weight Scarce on the Streets—Summer Dresses and the 
Style of Making—Moire Antique and Velvet in Combination with 
Diaphanous Fabrics—The Marie Antoinette Fichu in Spotted 
Mull.

A fter oft-repeated y et futile struggles for existence, summer is w ith us, 
according to the calendar, bur of so doubtful a character is it, with its frequent 
showers and mild temperature, as to moke it questionable whether or not April 
has returned to cheat Juue out of her place in the sisterhood ot the months. 
W inter lingered in the lap of spring, even until the last week of M ay, rasping 
the cheek with its chill braizes, and powdering the adventurous blossoms with 
its snow-crystals. 
So remarkable a season has been unknown in our latitude 
since the year 1816, which is quoted as “ the year without a summer,” when the 
frost of middle June killed the herbage and the ycung grass, and when un­ 
housed cattle perished from the cold. 


Yes, summer is at lest with us, though it hardly seems itself, so strangely 
coal it is; and though charmingly freBh and greeD, .Tune appears reluctant to 
invest her with the flowery coronal and the zone to which she is entitled as her 
birthright 
However, we should not complain, nor do we mean to complain. 
Of all human weaknesses, dissatisfaction w ith the weather is the most silly and 
unavailing ; and surely we have no cause for quarrel w ith th9 thcrmometrical 
conditions, as far as physical comfort is concerned. 
The temperature is simply 
delightful; and were it advantageous to vegetation aud quite as healthful, the 
most of us would like to see it continue until October, with its frosts, comes to 
throw over nature its parti-colored livery. 
A s we have more than once inti­ 
mated in our letters to M essrs. W eiustcck & Lubin, the cool weather of the 
season has had a very sensible effect on the fashion market. 
Summer toilets 
are still rare on the streets, and purveyors of the mode have been much discour­ 
aged in continuing the production of new things. 
Y et the desire for change is 
p oten tial; and though they m ay Bbiver in them , fashionable laaies will have 
new gowns, and these gowns they w ill have made of seasonable materials. 
Thus, instead of costumes of the light flannels, cheviot cloths and camel's-hsir 
tissues of a month ago, we are Bhown creations of nun's vailing, albatross tis.ua, 
grenadine, foulard silk, and Fren*h bunting, with those of the inevitable sateens, 
percales, batistes and other wash fabrics. 


The tucking and the flouncing of the skirt, w ithout the conspicuous respect 
to draperies heretofore referred to, is a favorite method of making up the 
woolen muslins. 
V ery pleasing effects are produced in the skirt, by bordering 
it at the bottom w itb narrow balayeuse pla:ting, tucking the back from the foot 
to the edge of the basque, tucking the front two-thirds its depth, and surmount­ 
ing the tucks in the front with scarf drapery laid in straight folds or in slightly- 
curved folds, and forming a Bhort apron or tablier. 
Equally effective costumes 
have the skirt trimmed with plaited flounces, the flounces extending to the edge 
of the basque on the back, and up two-thirds the depth of the front, w ith the 
folded apron. 
The flounces, if wide, are box-plaited or side-plaited, and if nar­ 
row they are brx-plaited or knife-plaited, and they are variously from four to 


twelve inches deep. 


B ut the style of rcakicg the skirt depends much upon the peculiarities in 
the figure of the wearer. 
The tick ed skirt, w ith its notable absence of draper­ 
ies, is not becoming to ladies of tall and slender figure; neither is fl >uncing 
suited to a stout figure. 
Therefore, tall ladies appropriate flounces and cling to 
draperies, while the stout and the short remedy supposed defects in figure by 
having their skirts tucked and ignoring extraneous draperies. 
W ith skirts of 
tbe character described, the waist is the pointed basque, in some wise trimmed 
on the back, or it is a short casaquin jacket, elegant in its sim plicity. 


These simple styles, however, m ay be said to be exceptional, rather than 
those which generally control the dressmaking of the present. 
The skirt with 
low trim m ing aud volum irous draperies is aa much worn as it was several 
months ago, aud Oriental or Moresque lace ie an important factor in garnishing 


all delicate costumes. 


A s ir. Paris, the cotton dress stuffs of this season are attracting unusnal 
attention in N ew York, and it is not surprising. 
There has never been known 
so great nearness to perfection in the manufacture, nsr have designs so artistic 
ever before been imprinted on the plebeian material. 
The sateens and the per­ 
cales vie in beauty 
w ith 
the 
painted and 
the 
chiue 
satins, aud by 
the 
well 
advised 
and 
tbe ultra 
fashionable 
they 
are 
selected 
in 
preference to foulard silks. 
A recent faucy in costumes, both of sateen and 
foulard silk, incorporating a pattern of solid color with one of floriated design, 
makes the skirt of the latter, with the trimm ing at the foot, the draperies and 
the waist, of the former. 
Tho trimming usually consi-ts of one or of several 
narrow box-plaited rings or knife-plaitinga, or it is a flounce, from six to eight 


inches wide, surmounted by a full-plaited ruching. 
The drapery is disposed ia 
full panniers dividing away from the front and running into a full, bcuffaut 
b ack ; or the overdress is a polonaise, cut deep, the fronts draped in numerous 
curved folds and the back iu sagging puffs. 
W ith the drapery attached to the 
skirt, the waist is a fanciful barque with a bouffaut arrangement cf the flowered 
cam bric; or the silk mounted on the back aud effectively forming a part of the 
ekirt drapery. 
The sleeves in all cases are half long, or of the elbow style, and 
the collar and sleeve trim m ing are of the flowered material. 
W ith tbe large 
hat smothered with plumes com pleting the toilet, the effect of the dress ee- 
scribed is very similar to that of the Hevonshire portrait, curtailed of the trAiu, 
while it inevitably reminds of D olly Varden, w ith the firwered stuff of her 
costume in the petticoat instead of iu the overdress. 
Ladies of expensive taste 
have their cambric costumes, as well as those of more costly materials, trimmed 
w ith Oriental lace, though more frequently the lace íb dispensed with, and self- 
plaitings are made to do duty as garniture ; or tbe creation ¡3 dependen, for 
effectiveness alone on tho adjustment of the drapery. 
A s a rule, in costumes 
incorporating a monochrome with a flowered pattern of cambric or foulard^ ailk, 
the grounding of the latter corresponda with the tint of the former ; but it ia not 
deemed absolutely necessary that thi3 Bhould be the case. 
W e have seen red 
draped over a skirt in grounding cf black or of Chinese blue, and shell-pink is 
draped over gray or blue ; and some of the most charming of the late costumes 
are distinguished by contrasting colors or contrasting tints iu the ground of the 


two varieties of material employed in their making. 


A s previously stated, watered silk or moire antique has a notable place in 
all black costumes. 
It is used in combination with black faille, surah, satin, 
merveilleux, grenadine and nuns’ veiling; and while it is more particu.arly a 
factor in the composition of costumes of plain materials, it also has place in 
those in which brocade and damask fabrics have part. 
The skirt in most cases 
is of the moire antique, with the expressive effects, the waist and the sleeves of 
the material in combination ; or when the material is of brocade or damask, 
the skirt of the watered silk is trimmed with narrow plaitings at the foot, of 
faille or soft satin, leaving the flowered fabric f r the drapery and the waist. 
Several of the most elegant of the lately-made black costumes have the skirt of 
the moire antique laid in box-plaits, the plaits left to flare about nine inches 
from the foot, and the overdress a polonai e, draped high, in full panniers and a 
bouffant back. 
The trimming is Spanish lace, and the drapery is confined by 
j-tted ornaments or jetted cords, terminating in tiwsels. 
In some instances 
velvet forma a portion of the drapery ; and jnst here we may say velvet is used 
this season for draping even on the lightest and most etbeieal materials.

antique is also used in combination w ith French cashmere and camel s-hair 
cloth, and appears in facing aud trimming on the ulsters for traveling wear.
